YOU AND YOUR LANDLORD 
“".. By a Solicitor 

1.—Agreements and Leases 


TENANCY is the grant of pre- 
_mises to a person for a: limited 
period in exchange for a rent. 30" 
An agreement for a term of three 
years or less may be either in writing 
or verbally, It cannot’be too strong- 
ly advised, however, that all tenancy 
agreements for any period should .c¢ 
reduced to writing and signed by the 
partics, in order to save any possible 
friction subsequently. There is no 
special form of words required to 
effect the tenancy, so long as the 
intention of the parties is clear. 

An agreement for a tenancy from 
year to year, although Jt may Inst 
indefini{ely, ‘counts:as a lease for less 
than three years and need not .be 
made by deed. " 

_ All leases for more than three years 
must be made by “decd under seal. 
Such leases ore, highly _ technical 
documents, and should olways © be 
prepared by a professional adviser. 

Suppose a tenant has entered pre- 
mises under a lease for more than 
three years which was not made by 
deed. © Although this is void as a Tease, 
he may regard it as an, ugreement 
for o lease, and hold the premises as 
a tenant from year. to ycar. He may

Since mid-November, war stations have been manned 
by certain sections of Hongkong’s defence forces for 
manoeuvres, just ended, which have systematically tested 
our defences against air attack.

authorities, Hongkong “Telegraph” reporters and photo- 
graphers have been afforded generous facilities for- 
witnessing these operations. 
. The initial part of the manoeuvres, which concluded 
in mid-December, included almost daily attacks upon 
: strategic parts of the Colony by Royal Air Force machines. 
No attempt was made to “repel” the invaders by acrial 
-defenee, the manoeuvres being for the purpose of testing anti- 
nireraft defences on the ground. 
For this purpose, stations were token up by the Army's ALA. 
section aground, and included the manning of scarchlights and 
. mobile anti-aircraft guns. oh 
“Telegraph” representatives participated in several of these 
teats. 
In the first instarice, (writes 
a “Telegraph” representative 
who witnessed the manocuvres) 
I was allowed aecess to an, anti- 
aireraft practice camp on the 
Stanley Peninsula, where six A.A.

The Rev, John Hodgson was one of 
the piancers who influenced. Sir, 
Humphry Davy to’ produce his lamp, 

Up to-the early years of the 19th 
century enlamities in the mines 
through flre-damp had been fre- 
quent, but no one concerned with the 
pits, or the profits they brought, can- 
sideréd ft worth while’ to’ try {to 
‘remedy the matter, 

It was left too few humanitarians 
to induce scientists to bestir them- 
selves, . an 

In August, 1815, Sir Humphry 
Davy wos travelling through 
Northumberland, 
a selentlst was known all over Eng- 
land. nnd, indeed, the Continent. 

A certain Dr, Gray, rector of 
Bishop-wenrmouth, implored him to 
stay in Newcastle and examine the 
possibility. of relieving the danger 
from explostons in the mincs, 

Mr. Hodgson and on 
engincer named Buddle, put Davy in 
possession of the facts. It was the 
ret time his attentfon had’ been 
drawn to circumstances under which 
the colliers. worked. 

He came bitck to London in a 
thoughtful mood. After a series of 
experiments he found that a flame 
would not. pass, through minute 
It thereupon occurred to him 
that ashect of wire-gauze- was 
equivalent td a series of tubes placed 
in rows, He soon evolved a plan for 
encircling a fame with o cylinder of 
fouze, 

It wns o scientific fact that “‘In- 
flammable air could get through the 
Rauze and become fgnited, but It 
could not come outside the pouze 
and thus cause an explosion in the 
mine, . 

Davy wrote to Hodgson for a 
sample of fire damp, He had already 
come to certain conclusions as, the 
result of reasoning, but had not put 
his theory. to 2 practlenl test, 

When the fire damp arrived, and 


he-had experimented with it, ha was. 


satisfied that he had not made a mis- 
take. 4 

At the end of October 1815, Davy 
anain wrote to Hodgson'and told tiim 
the result of hls experiments, and 
that he intended to make a lamp. 

This letter read at 9 public meeting 
at Newenstle and caused a sensation. 
The Royal Society were no less im 
pressed when he gave them the re- 
sult of his researches. 

The first’ Davy lomp was placed in 
the Museum of Practical Geology in 
Jermyn-street, Plecadilly, London, 
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colllery:

Buddle, the colliery engineer, ad- 
vised Davy to tnke out a patent for 
his inventlon,; Buddle “was a 
practical man, He could see the

His experlments were  purély 
mechanical and had nothing to do 
with the fact that a fame would not 
pass through gauze.

With his son, ‘Robert, then only a 
boy, and Nicholaa Wood, a superin-~ 
tendent at Killingworth, Stephenson 
went down [nto the mine. Stephen- 
son Was us courageous as Hodgson, 
whosce experiment toole place three 
months afterwards. :

“Such was the result of the firat 
experiment with the first practical 
miner's safety Jamps, and such the 
daring resotution of its inventor {n 
testing its valuable qualitles.”" 

An improved type of Slephenson's 
lamp was successful, and ‘lamps con- 
structed on that principle were used 
in the Killingworth Colliery. This 
Jump was similar to that of Davy. 
Thus, both Sir Humphry Davy and 
George Stephenson: must be given the 
credit for Inventing the safety lamp, 
Both came to a similar conclusion in 
the end, byt had approached the {dea 
from different angles. 

In 1816 and 1817 there was much 
controversy as to who should re- 
celve the credit of discovering the 
safety lamp.

1.—Agreements and Leases 
TENANCY is the grant of pre- 


mises to o person for a Hmited |- 


period jn exchange for a rent. 

An agreement for a term of three 
years or less may be clther in writirtg 
or verbally, It cannot be too strong- 
ly advised, however, that all tenancy 
agreements for any pericd should be 
reduced to writing and signed by the 
parties, in order to save any possible 
friction subsequently. There [Is no 
special form of words required to 
effect the tenancy, so long as the 
intention of the parties is clear, 

An agreement for a tenancy’ from. 
year to year, although it may last 
indefinitely, counts as a Icase for less 
than three years and necd not be 
made by deed... 

All leases for more than three years 
must be made by deed under seal, 
Such ‘leases are highly technical 
documents, and should .always be | 
prepared by a profcsslonal adviser, 

Suppose n tenant has entered pre- 
mises under o. lense for more than 
three yeors which was not made by 
deed. Although this is void as a lease, 
he may regard it as an agreement 
for a lease, and hold the premiscs as 
a tenant from year to year. He may 
also fhsist on‘ being granted a valid, 
lense on the same terms ns the void

NAYAL RESERVE. 
STRENGTH 


In the defence discussions 
which have been taking place at 
Home recently, attention has 
been drawn to the necessity of 
further regard being paid to the 
Royal Naval Reserve and to the 
manning of the Merchant Navy. 
Figures show that the Reserve, 
a force of professional seamen 
drawn from the Merchant Navy 
and fishing fleets, now has an 
authorised. . establishment of 
about 7,000, which is a decline of 
some 12,000 compared with the 
strength in 1914. It is pointed 
out that in. the event of any 
future hostilities at sea, hundreds 
of. auxiliary vessels from the 
Merchant Navy and the fishing 
fleets would . still be required 
for naval purposes. These would 
include armed merchant cruisers, 
escort ships, armed boarding 
steamers, mine-sweepers, traw- 
lers for patrol purposes, drifters, 
tugs, yachts, motor craft, and 
many others. . Obviously the 
Navy could not hope to man this 
concourse of vessels with its own 
resources, nor could: the R°N.R. 
with its present slender establish- 
ment. A naval correspondent 
states that the R.N.V.R. might 
lend a hand; but the 14,500 men 
of the Royal Fleet Reserve, sea- 
men or stokers who have served 
in the Navy on short or special 
engagements, would. probably be 
required for the first-line fight- 
Moreover, not all the 
25,500 pensioners under the age 
of fifty-five and still available for 
service, would be ‘suitable for 
seagoing vessels. It is clear that 
in the event of any. future 
national emergency the Merchant 
Navy: would be called upon to 
provide a substantial:quota _ of 
men for naval service. The fact 
remains, however, that not even 
the R.N.R. could be called out

literally has no men to spare. 
The Dominions and some of the 
Colonies, Hongkong amongst 
the: number, - have Naval - Re- 
serves in one form or another, 
but they could never be expected 
to- supply more than a small 
fraction of the, seamen who 
would ,be required in war.
